IIM ROBINSON 
GOMES CLEAR 

Evidence not Strong Enough 
to Convict Him in Mur- 
der Case 



Bookwalter Case 

Set For Friday 

The trial of Jim Robinson, 
charged with the murder of Dem- 
mett Woodruff, came to an end 
Saturday afternoon at 8:20, when 
. the jury returned a verdict of 
"not guilty" after deliberating 
five boors and twenty minuter. 

The Robin ton oaie baa attract- 
ed an unusual amount of inter- 
eat, the Commonwealth making 
• strong effort to convict Robin- 
eon of murder. The evidence 
•gainst the accused man, how- 
•ver, wu not enough for con- 
viction. 

After the jury bad tendered 
it* veidict, Robinson's attorneys 
mad* a motion for bail in the 
Orover Hoard case for which 
Robinson was also under indict- 
ment. The Court sustained this 
motion and bail was allowed in 
the snm of $2,000. which waa 
furnished by the defendant's law- 
yers. This case was set for the 
May term of Court. 

It is the opinion of many who 
attended the trial that the Hoard 
indictment against Robinson will 
be dismissed without coming to 
trial, because of the fact if the 
evidence in the Woodruff case 
failed to convict Robinson, tbat 
in the Hoard case would be even 
alimmer. as tbe Commonwealth 
had endeavored to prove that 
Robinson and Woodruff were 
enemies. 

The case of the Commonwealth 
against C. S. Bookwalter, presi 
dent of tbe Carbondale Cox! Co., 
Otto Hamilton and Otover Todd, 
charged with being accessories 
before the fact in the murder of 
DtMsttl Woodruff, which was 
set for S.iturdny, wus coutiuued 
until Friday, l b. 25th.

A Man With 
A Vision 

It is the men with visions that 
build up states and industries)! 
and bring into being far-reaching 
reforms, even if at times their 
visions are derided. It was a 
vision of an electrified country 
that Samuel Inaull, president of 
Commonwealth Edison of Chica- 
go, saw and recently outlined ia 
an address to some electrical men. 

This part of Mr. insult's 
ion is : 

"It takes about 2,800,000 ton* 
of coal yearly to operate the rail- 
roads vn the Chicago district by 
steam locomotives. Applying 
the same figures to the entire 
country and correcting by figures 
of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, we find that 186,000,000 
tons of coal are yoarly required 
for steam railroads in this coon- 
try. If the same process is fol- 
lowed with the diversity factor 
as in Chicago, we find that if we 
coald marshal all tbe energy re- 
quirements of central station,, 
railways, manufactories, miner, 
streetcars, etc., the 48,000,000 
horse-power now required for 
sepaiate operation woold be re- 
duced to 80,000,000 horse-powtr 
if operated under one system of 
producttoo aod distribution. L 
am not suggesting a single sys- 
tem for the United .States— thaf„ 
of coarse, is impossible— hot I 
do suggest a series of state-wide 
organizations where tbe density 
of use is sufficient for all the 
energy requirements of one ter- 
ritory to be met by one system 
per territory. One might em-« 
brace Boston and New York, 
another New York and Philadel- 
phia, a third Philadelphia and 
Pittsburgh. The savings of such 
group systems would be almost 
fabulous, amounting to from 12,— 
000,000 horse-power to 15.000.OCO 
horse-power at, say, $200 per 
horse-power. The annual sav-* 
ing in fuel consumption would 
be about 250,000,000 ton"-, or 
♦500,000,000.
